A batch of German prisoners com- 
posed of a genera’ with his entire staff 
and six other officers and 300 men ar- 
rived today at Noisy-le-Sec, five miles 
northeast of Paris, whence they were 
sent to the south.

HARD FIGHTING IN BELGIUM. 

LONDON, Sept. 14.—The Belgian 
army has retaken Aerschot and now is 
engaged in a desperate battle with the 
Germans for the possession of Louvain. 
The losses on both sides are reported to 
be heavy. Two German regiments were 
completely wiped out. 

A Central dispatch from Amsterdam 
says that during the fighting soldiers be-, 
longing to the Belgian army telegraph 
section succeeded in joining their wire 
to a line running direct to the German. 
headquarters at Brussels and obtained 
the following correspondence the Ger- 
mans telegraphed from Louvain:

A dispatch from Antwerp says the 
Germans are evacuating Brussels. The 
military governor, Gen. von der Goltz, 
has issued a proclamation informing the 
population of the evacuation, thanking 
them for their peaceful attitude during 
the occupation, and warning them 
against molesting the retreating CGer- 
mans. 

The Germans also are falling back 
along the Namur and Liege line. They 
are hastily constructing heavy fortifica- 
tions at Liege. The Belgian offensive 
has resulted in the recall of three Ger- 
man army corps to hold the line of com- 
mun‘cations. The Belgians are advanc- 
ing in force all along the line. 


SAY GERMANS ARE LOSING. 


Dispatches received from the scene of 
hostilities in France assert the Germans 
nre still being beaten back. 

rom Nancy and Vosges they have 
withdrawn from French territory, while 
on the extreme right Gen. von Kliuck 
and Gen. von Buelow continue to re- 
treat to the northeast before the French 
and British, even giving up their de- 
fensive position on the River Aisne be- 
tween Compiegne and Soissone. 

Further west, the German detach- 
ments that held Amiens have moved 
northeastward to try to rejoin the Ger- 
man army of the right at St. Quentin, It 
is possible that all the Germans in north- 
west France have done likewise: other- 
wise they would be in daayer of being 
cut off in the center. 

Another defensive position, behind 
Reims, has been given up, and in the 
Argonne region a general retreat is tak- 
ing place toward the forest of Belnoue 
and Triancourt. 

ALLIES PRESS PURSUIT. 

The allies are pushing the.r advantage 
and doing their utmost to turn the re- 
ireat Into a disaster by a fern pursuit 
ou perhaps the broadest scale yet known 
in war. On the right they are in good 
position to continue the offeusive if the 
men and horses are not too tired for 
further effort.

Chauffeur Tells How French In- : 


fantry’s Guns Failed to Dislodge 
2,000 from Refinery. 


PARIS, Sept. 14.—A chauffeur who con- 
ducted two officers to the front witnessed 
the siege of a beet sugar refinery wh§'e 
2,000 Germans had taken refuge during 
the battle of the Marne. 

It was impossible, he says, for the in- 
fantry to dislodge them, and their fire 
was very damaging. 

Finally a battery of the famous ‘* 75” 
took position, and at the third salvo from 
these guns the building and its depend- 
encies was seen to be on fire. The howl 
coming from the refinery was audible 
even in the din of the cannonading. The 
Germans jumped from the windows and 
were shot as they fell by the infantry. 
Many surrendered and a few escaped, 
perhaps 200 or 300. The rest perished in 
the refinery and its oufbuildings.

METHODISTS IN GERMANY 


BRITISH OFFICE 
DESCRIBES WORK 
OF ITS TROOPS 


Statement Shows How Ger- 
mans Were Stopped on Ad- 
vance and Madeto Retire. 


TELLS OF MANY FIGHTS 


LONDON, Sept. 14-—Important details 
of the operations of the British army ip 
France are contained in a report whicb 
the war office issued this afternoon. 

When the German army began its east- 
ward movement to cut the French center, 
according to Gen. French, it was ignoring 
the British as a factor in the fight. The 
allies began a general advance on Sept. 
7 againet. the German rear guard of their 
right wing, which had been left along the 
River Ourca. The British army was re- 
inforced. The Germans began a retire- 
ment on their right on the 7th. It was 
the first time they had turned back since 
the battle of Mons. | 

Accorditig to letters found on prison- 
ere, they had expected to enter Paris in 
a few days. The order to retreat was se 
bitter disappointment. . The British 
crossed the River Marne on the 9th with 
the French, and on the 10th captured 
1,500 men, four great guns, six machine 
guns, and fifty transport wagons. 

The Germans of the right army seemed 
demoralized. They were without food 
and surrendered readily. The continued 
advance, Gen. French says, has delighted 


tne troops. 


Text of Statement Issued. 

Following is the statement as issued 
by the official press bureau: 

“The following report is compiled from 
information sent from the headquarters 
of Field Marshal Sir John French, com- 
mander in chief of the British expedi-! 
tionary forces on the continent, under 
date of Sept. 11. This account carries the 
operations from the 4th to the 10th of Sep- 
tember, both days inclusive. 

‘“‘It will be remembered that the gen- 
eral position of our troops on Sunday, 
Sept. 6, was stated to be south of the 
River Marne, with the French forces in 
line on our right and left. Practically 
there had been no change since Saturday, 
Sept. 3, which marked the end of our 
army’s long retirement from the Belgian 
frontier through northern France. 


Change in German Tactics. 

* On Friday, Sept. 4, it became apparent 
that there was an alteration in the ad- 
vance of almost the whole of the first 
German army. That army, since the 


Jalong this line. Few of their infantry 
were seen by the French. 

“The French Fifth army also made a 
flerce attack on the Germans in Mont- 
mirail, regaining that place. 

“On Wednesday, Sept. 9, the battle 
between the French sixth army and what 
Was now the German flank guard along: 
the Ourcg continued. 


British Take Up Pursuit. 
“The British corps, overcoming some* 
resistance on the River Petit Morin, 
crossed the Marne in pursuit of the Ger- 
mans, who now were hastily retreating 
northward. One of our corps was de- 
layed by an obstinate defense made by a 
strong rear guard with machine guns at 
La Ferte-Sous-Jouarre, where the bridge 
had been destroyed. 

“On Thursday, Sept. 10, the French 
sixth army continued its pressure on the 
west, while the fifth army, by forced 
marches, reached the line of Chateau 
Thierry and Dormans on the Marne. Our 
troops also continued the pursuit on the 
north of the latter river, and after a 
considerable amount of fighting captured 
some 1,500 prisoners, four guns, six ma- 
chine guns, and fifty transport wagons. 
“Many of the enemy were killed or 
wounded and the numerous thick woods 
which dot the country north of the Marne 
are filled with German stragglers. Most 
of them appeared to have been without 
food for at least two days. 


Germans Eager to Surrender. 

“ Indeed, in this area of the operations 
the Germans seemed to be demoralized 
and inclined to surrender in smaii par- 
ties, and the general situation appears 
to be most favorable to the allies. 
“Much brutal and senseless damage 
bas been done in the villages occupied 
by the enemy. Property has been wan- 
tony destroyed. Pictures in ch&teaus 
have been ripped up and houses generaily 
have been pillaged. 

“Tt is stated on unimpeachable au- 
thority also that the Inhabitants have 
been ilitreated. 

“Interesting incidents have occurred 
during the fighting. On Sept. 10 part of 
our Second army corps advanced into 
the north and found itself marching par- 
allel with another infantry force at 
some little distance away. At first it 
was thought this was another B...ish 
unit. After some time, however, it was 
Ciscovered that it was a body of Germans 
retreating. 


Germans Caught in Trap. 
**Measures promptly were taken to 


battle near Mons on Aug. 23, had been 
playing its part in a colossal strategic 
endeavor to create a Sedan for the allies. 
by outflanking and enveloping the left 
of their whole line so as to encircie and 
aérive both the British and French to 
the south. 

“There was now a change in its ob- 
jective, and it was observed that the 
German forces opposite the British were 
beginning to move im a southeasterly di- 
rection, instead of continuing southwest 
on tothe capital, leaving a strong rear 
guard along the line of the River Ourcgq, 
which flows south of and joins the Marne 
at Lizy-sur-Ourcg, to keep off the French 
sixth army, which by then had beer 
formed and was to the northwest of 
Paris. 

“ They were evidently executing what 
amounted to a flank march diagonally 


across our front. 


Attack French Left Flank. 

*“ Prepared to ignore the British as be- 
ing driven out of the fight, they were 
initiating an effort to attack the left 
flank of the main French army, which 
stretched in a long curved line from our 
right towards the east, and so to carry 
out against it alone an envelopment which 
so far had failed against the combined 
forces of the allies. 

“On Saturday, the Sth, this movement 
on the part of the Germans was con- 
tinued and large advance parties crossed 
the Marne southward at Trilport, Sam- 
meron, La Ferte-Sous-Jouarre, and Cha- 
teau ‘Thierry. There was considerable 
fighting with the French fifth army on 
the French left, which fell back from 
its position south of the Marne towards 
the Seine. 

** On Sunday large hostile forces crossed 
the Marne and pushed on through Cou- 
lommiers and past the British right fur- 
ther to the east. They were attacked at 
night by the French fifth army, which 
captured three villages at the point of 


bayonets. 


Advance of Allies Begun. 

**On Monday, Sept. 7, there was a gen- 
eral advance on the part of the allies. 
In this quarter of the field our forces, 
which had now been reinforced, pushed 
on in a northeasterly direction in co- 
operation with the advance of the 
French fifth army to the north and of the 
French sixth army to the eastward 
against the German rear guard along the 
river Ourcg. 

*“ Possibly weakened by the detachment 
of troops to the eastern theater of oper- 
ations and realizing that the action of the 
French sixth army against the line of’ 
Ourcq ind the advance of the British 
placed their own flanking movement in 
considerable danger of being taken in the 
rear and on its flank, the Germans 
on this day commenced to retire towards 
the northeast. 

“This was the first sign that these 
troops had turned back since their at- 
tack on Mons a fortnight before, and 
from reports received the order to retreat 
when so close to Paris was a bitter disap- 
pointment. From letters found on dead 
soldiers there is no doubt there was a 
general impression amongst the enemy's 
troops that they were about to enter 
Paris.

GAMESTER, DIES 


Old School Gambler, Who 
Won and Lost Fortunes, 
Leaves Little. 


STOCKS HIS UNDOING. 


Curtis A Gunn, one of the last of the 
old schooi gamblers, died yesterday at 
his home, #119 Drexel boulevard. He 
had suffered from Bright’s disease for a 
long time. 

“Curt,” as he was familiarly known 
to the old timers, began taking chances 
at the tracks soon after his arrivai in 
Chicago in 1866, and won and lost hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. He quit 
staking his money on horses about five 
years ago and turned to Wall street. 
While his friends generally estimated 
his estate at $500,000, his widow, Kittie 
Newcombe Gunn, said he had lost heav- 
ily in speculating lately, and she didn't 
believe he left much in worldly posses- 
sions. 


Never Spurned Comrade, 

Gunn was commonly referred to as one® 
of the ‘‘ cleanest’’ sporting men in the 
world, and never turned away a former 
comrade who went down and out. He 
was an expert whist player, and in his 
youth one of the leading amateur bil- 
liard players, but was more widely 
known for his freak bets. 

He was known to stake $25,000 on the 
turn of a card, carried a thousand or 
more currency in his pockets at ali times, 
and would risk all of it on most anything. 
On several occasions he went to London 
to play in bridge whist matches, and his 
friends assert the stakes at times 
amounted to $100,000.

MRS. WILSON’S LAST WISH 
FULFILLED BY CONGRESS. 


Bill to Wipe Out Alley Slums in

VANISHES, LOST IN MEXICO. 


State and War Departments Order 
Search for Journalist Who Disap- 
pears Near Scene of Battle. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 14.—[Special.] 
—Search is being made by the state and 
war departments for Ambrose Bierce, the 
author and journalist, who has been miss- 
ing in Mexico for more than eight montns, 

Mr. Bierce, who is 72, has made his 
home in Washington in recent years. 
Last fall he went to Mexico to gather ma- 
terial for literary work. His friends here 
last heard from him from Chihuahua in 
December, 1913, at about the time a bat- 
tle between the Federals and Constitu- 
tionalists was impending in that vicinity.

Education Officials Fix 17 


Instead of 16 Credits 
to Graduate. 


INCREASE IN STUDIES. 


The standard of the public high schools 
of Chicago was sent up a notch yesterday 
when Mrs. Filla Flagg Young, swperin- 
tendent of schools, and the high school 
principals decided to demand seventeen 
high school credits for graduation. In 
the past only sixteen credits have been 
required. 

Students who are now seniors will be 
allowed to graduate on sixteen credits, 
Those in the present junior class will be 
required to have sixteen and one-half 
credits. After that all classes will be re- 
quired to have seventeen credits.

Mrs. Young said that several studies 
considered important will now be includ- 
ed in high school courses. Other impor- 
tant studies, such as mathematics and sci- 
ence, will be given five times a week in- 
stead of four times.

AS SPY TELLS EUROPEAN WAR THRILLS. 


KILL ITALIAN AFTER THREAT 


Two Men Stab Vetto Magogoni 
to Death in Street. 


ASSAILANTS GET AWAY. 


Slaying Follows Refusal of Sister 
to Heed Blackmail Letters. 


Vetto Magogoni of 2305 West Ohio 
street, whose sister had received three 
letters containing threats to slay the 
whole family unless a certain sum of 


money was left in Lincoln park, was’ 


stabbed fatally last night by two uniden- 
tified Italians at West Ohio street and 
North Oakley avenue. 

Marietta Montaldano, 5 years old, a 
niece of the victim, was walking with her 
uncle when he was stabbed in the back 
and in the abdomen by the men. One ef 
the latter slapped the child in Phe face, 
knocking her down, a moment after Ma- 
gogoni was stabbed. The Italians fled 
seuth in Oakley avenue and escaped. 
They were seen running away by C. J. 
Sullivan, 4755 Sheridan road, and J. Nev- 
eln, 4422 Sheridan road, who were pass- 
ing. 


Dies at County Hospital. 

The police of the West Chicago avenue 
station took Magogoni in a dying con- 
dition to the county hospital, where He 
died half an hour later. 

The police are working on two theories. 
The first is that the murder was a warn- 
ing to Mrs. Sadie Montaldano, owner of 
a grocery store at West Oak street and 
Milton avenue, who had received the 
blackmail letters. The second is that 
Magogoni was stabbed to death by the 
husband and a friend of an Italian woman 
who formerly had been the fiancée of Ma- 
gogoni. 


Suspected by Husband. 

Magogoni, the police were told, had been 
suspected by the husband of his former 
fiancée of being too friendly with her 
since her marriage, and both men had 
made threats to kill the other. 

The murderers were described as being 
about 25 years old and wore dark suits 
and soft hats.

SIGNIFICANT TALK OF PEACE. 


While this or that particnlir peace or mediation 
move may prove premature, the turning of the 
world’s thought to peace is by no means premature. 
On the contrary, it is a most encouraging fact that 
the world actually is turning to thoughts and dis- 


cussion of mediation and peaca. 
To be sure, we have such vehement disclaimers 


and uncompromising utterances as those of Churchill, 
the young head of the British admiralty, and we 
have demands and plans for an English army of a 
million fighting men. But such things are natural 
and even necessary in a senfe. The time has not 
come for either of the belligerent combinations to 
entertain thoughts of capitulation or surrender. 
very talk in official quarters of war to the bitter end 
may indirectly aid the cause of peace. What matters 


is the unmistakable circumstance that in many cir- 
cles and from many points of view one now hears 
that, in the words of the leadirg Russian anti-Ger- 
man publicist, Menshikoff, the war is half over, or 
even more than half over. Bankers, brokers, mer 
chants, newspaper corresponicnts, impartial com- 
mentators feel somehow that the war will be much 
shorter than was anticipated a few weeks ago, and 
that peace is or soon will be “tn the air.” 

The feeling is not strange. Neither side is beaten, 
and neither side has been humiliated or dishonored. 
The allies were not routed or beaten when the Ger- 
mans were almost within sight of the gates of Paris; 
they had to retreat, but they had not sustained a 
single disastrous reverse. Exactly the same thing 
is true of the retreating Germans; they are not 
beaten and they have not suffered any demoraliz- 
ing reverse; they simply have not succeeded in 
carrying out their original- plans; they have 
not accomplished a military miracle. When no 
Germans are left on French or Belgian soil, if 
not even sooner, the time for suspending hos- 
tilities and initiating peace regotiations will have 
come. It is idle to regard this war as one of ex- 
termination ; it igs the product of blunders and panics, 
and the return of commonsense and sobriety sould 


suggest to all the necessity ahd- wisdom of making 
peace on moderate terms. To this consummation

TREATING TAINTED MILE. 
HIS is the season for tainted milk. 
The pastures are dry and the cows 
nibble at weeds that thcy do not 
touch when the grass is good. In 
consequence the cows e¢at bitter 
weed, wild onion, and garlic, and apout 
four hours later the odor and taste of the 
aromatic foods appear in the milk. 

While there is no evidence that these 
flavors poison children, they -ender the 
milk less palatable and somet'mes chey 
disturb digestion by disturbing appetite. 


I know a physician who holds that the 
infant diarrheeas of August result from 
certain weeds eaten by cows during that 
month of poor pasturage. His remedy 
for the baby illness problem of the great 
city is a requirement that all milk cows be 
stabled during the months when cows 
are apt to eat weeds. This, however, is 
speculation, and the doctor alluded to 
doea not claim to be able to prove his 


point.

The department of agriculture hae been 


experimenting to find a way to remove 
the flavor from such tainted milk. The 


experts found that the followirg method 


worked satisfactorily: The milk is heat- 


ed to 145 degrees, and while itis held! at

Only political 
controversies are closed by direct. primaries and 
elections, not legal or moral. 


MAETERLINCK ON THE SCOURGE 
OF WAR. 


Forgetting that one cannot indict a nation, 
Maeterlinck, the poet and philosopher, has under- 
taken to “weigh guilt” and has tried and con- 
demned the whole German people. He blames the 
eysential spirit of Germany for the present war and 
. advocates the destruction or taming of that spirit. 

The Maeterlinck version of the war story would 
be tragic and hopeless if it were true, but fortu- 
nately it is not true. As a judge and analyzer of 
evidence our Belgian poet is a failure. There is 
not a serap of evidence that the German peop!e 
wauted the war, whatever may be- thought of the 
actions of the military element and the autocratic 
government. The people, including their intel- 
lectual, religions, and moral -leaders, believe that 
their government was driven to fight by Russian 
aggression and British jealousy and fear. Had 
there been time for reflection and better machinery 
for the mobilization of public opinion, the real and 
true spirit of the nation would have asserted itself. 
It is noteworthy that Maeterlinck says nothing 
about governmental and diplomatic machinery—he 
doubtless underestimates its importance. That is 
why he has indicted the wrong parties.. 

No, it will not be necessary to destroy or tame the 
spirit of the whole German people; that spirit is no 
menace to liberty and to civilization. The war 
should lead to the liberation of that spirit and the 
curbing of autocracy and irresponsible power, 

THE GIRLS’ SHARE.

To alleviate the distress of these women, wrenched

enough to have jobs have imposed upon themselves 
a tax of $1 a week. With the funds raised by this 


tax a shop will be set up for the manufacture of

This blending of knowledge and amusement in 
the government bulletins should make them of im- 
mense value to the country.

quently a victim of conditions. No child is a hobo 
when he is in mother’s arms or when he goes to 
school. It is when he goes out into the world with 
poor equipment and with no guiding hand to steer 
him through the troubled. waters of steep competi- 
tion that he sinks. Science is proving that vagrancy, 
even where it is “ pathologic,” elso is acquired. Vo- 
cational training and guidance would have steered 
many a hobo into entirely different channels if ad- 


ministered at the proper time. 

While the American people have much to be thank- 
ful for, especially when we compare our state with 
that of war-devastated Europe, we still cannot af- 
ford to ignore our victims of industrial maladjust- 
ment, our battlefields of peace.

O wholly absorbed are the various 
nations of Europe and their rulers 
by the terrible war now in prog- 
ress, in which all are more or less 
directly involved, that little or no 

attention is being paid to the death of an 
empress, the Empress Taitou of Abys- 
sinia, who was a remarkable women in 
her way, and who, like her husband 
Emperor Menelik, who was her cousin, 
could boast of descent in a direct line 
from the Biblical Queen of Sheba and 
Solomon, the wisest king of the Jews. 

In common with all the princes and 
princesses of Abyssinia’s ancient 
dynasty she was exiled by Emperor 
Theodore in the early 60s and took refuge 
with her parents at the court of Gondar, 
where she made the acquaintance of 
end fell in love with her cousin, Prince 
Menelik, am exile like herself. 

They were about to be married, when 
Theodore suddenly invited them to his 
court, assuring them not only of the 
security of their lives and property, but 
also of hisfavor. . 

Complying with his invitation, they 
returned, but with evil results as far as 
their mutual attachment was concerned. 

They had no sooner presented them- 
selves before Theodore than he also fell 
in leve with Princess Taitou and in- 
sisted upon making her his wife, giving 
Menelik one of his own daughtérs in 
marriage.

Empress Taitou, as she had now be- 
come, was, although but little more than 
a child, subjected to such f1l treatment 
by her savage husband that his death at 
the storming of Magdala some months 
later came to her in the light of a de- 
Hverance from untoid misery and she 
quickly consoled herself by conferring 
her hand and heart upon a general of the. 
name of Ualde Gabrial. 

On his also being killed in battle a vear 
later she became the wife of Gen. 
Ghiorghis, commander in chief of the 
army of the King of Tigre. 

Dissatisfied with the union, she soon ob- 
tained a divorce from him and then mar- 
ried ghe governor of Egiou, but had not 
lived with him for more than three 
months before Emperor John caused him 
to be thrown into prison and executed. 

Rendered desperate by her matrimonial 
misadventures, she sought refuge in the 
convent of Debra-Meni and became a 


convince her that she was not made for 
convent life and accordingly she ob- 
tained a dispensation from her vows 
from the primate or abounah of Abys- 
sinia, and married a man of Greek origin 
of the name of Zeccaragagios, who ill 
used her in the most shameful manner, 
being accustomed to flog her. 

Making use of the old fashioned plea 
that she was anxious to “ pay a visit to 
her mother’’ she managed to get away 
from him and to take refuge in the neigh- 
boring province, oarrying with her acon- 
siderable portion of his wealth.

It was while living with her brother in 
the Ephrata province in 1882 that she was 
brought for the second time into contact 
with her first lover and flancé Menelik, 
who had: meanwhile become King of 
Shoa. 

The meeting had the effect of reviving 
all the infatuation between the two, and 
in spite of his being already married 
Menelik persuaded ex-Empress Taitou 
to take up her abode with him. 

Of course Menelik’'s wife, Queen 
Tofana, objected. But she was quickly 
divorced and her death followed the dis- 
solution of her marriage with an alto- 


gether suspicious rapidity. Taitou was 
‘thus left without any rival in the affec-

tions of her lord and was married to him 
with imposing ceremonies in 1885. 

From that time forth she exercised a 
marvelous influence over her husband, 
who was wont to consult her about every- 
thing and invariably followed her advice. 
It was due to her clever and sagacious 
counseis that he formed that alliance 
with Emperor John which had the result 
of assuring to him the succession to the 
Imperial throne, and the astonishing 
shrewdness with which Menelik as em- 
peror, managed for many years to oppose 
the efforts made by Italy in the sih ape 
of diplomatic maneuvers and armed at- 
tacks to obtain possession of his country 
was justly ascribed by his people and by 
his foes to. the remarkable cleverness of 
his dusky consort, Empress Taitou, 
“queen of queens’’ and “ the sun and 
light of Ethiopia.”

While visitors from this side of the 
Atlantic to Abyssinia have been few and 
far between there are many people here 
who have caught a glimpse of her when 
they were making a tour of the Holy 
Land. 

She was in the habit of making fre- 
quent stays of a prolonged character at 
Jerusalem, where, indeed a large estab- 
lishment was maintained for her use. 

As she grew older she developed an 
enormous amount of embonpoint. Yet 
in spite of her almost phenomenal! obesity 
she bore herself with a tremendous 


, amount of dignity and evem majesty. In- 


deed, she was most imposing. 

When her husband, Menelik, some 
years ago was ovetaken by that stroke 
of paralylsis which reduced him to the 
condition of a mere living log, depriving 
him both of his reagon and of all his 
physical powers, she happened to be ab- 
sent at Jerusalem, and the leading 
princes and dignitaries of the Abyssinian 
court took advantage there to establish 
a regency, of which the then 14 year old 
heir apparent, Lidj-Jeassu, was the 
nominal head, but which wae virtually 
controlled by the minister of war and by 
Gen. Tassama, governor of the metro- 
politan province.

On the empress’ return to Abyssinia 
she found this regency firmly established 
in the saddle and thereupon endeavored 
to subordinate it to her will through her 
favorite niece, Princess Romana Onok, 
whom she had married to the heir ap- 
parent. 

Maiters finally reached such a pass 
that the regents seized the empress, con- 
fined her in her palace under a trusted 
guard, and compelied the young crown 
prince to divorce his wife, he being just 
14 years of age at the time. 

As long as the empress remained alive 
there was always the danger that she 
might recover her liberty and the control 
of affairs, which would have led to an- 
other civil war in Abyssinia and to gen- 
eral chaos. Her death removes a dis. 
turbing element and a danger to the ex- 
isting government and throne.

To this day no one knows for certain 
whether Empress Taitou was the widow 
or the wife of Emperor Menelik. As 
often as the latter’s death has been an- 
nounced official assurances have been 
given that he is etill alive, and the fact 
remains that the heir apparent, who is 
the offspring of his daughter [his grand. 
son therefore) has never yet been pro- 
claimed emperor. This leade to the be- 
lief that Menelik is still alive, though 
to all intents and purposes a living corpse 
with brain and body wholly paralyzed.

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“A SCRAP OF PAPER.” 
Chicago, Sept. 11.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—The United States and Germany 
are parties to The Hague general neu- 
trality convention of 1907, from which I 
quote “ Article 1—Neutral territory is in- 
violable. Article 2—Belligerents are for- 
bidden to send troops or convoys, either of 
munitions of war or provisions, through 
the territory of a neutral state. Article 
5—A neutral state shall not allow onits 
territory any of the acts forbidden in 
article 2. Article 10—The act by a neu- 
tral state of resisting any violation of its 
territory, even by force of arms, cannot 
be regarded as an act of hostility.” 

By the treaty of London, dated April 18, 
1839, to which Germany is a party, Bel- 
gium is a neutral state. 

The first overt act of Germany in the 
present war was the violation of that 
treaty. Article 5 made it the duty of Bel- 
gium, in the performance of its obliga- 
tions to the other powers, to resist Ger- 
many, and under article 10 the German 
invasion was not war but murderous 
marauding, culminating in the savage 
atrocity of Louvain. 

In view of the foregoing facts, how can 
the United States,with self-respect, main- 
tain diplomatic relations with Germany, 
or, in fact, remain neutral?

Foreigners Are Expec‘ed ta 
Put Funds in Postal 
Savings Banks, 


nEPOSITS GROW RAPIDLY 


BY HENRY M. HYDE. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 14.—[{Spectal.) 
Duridg August, the first month of war, 
something like $4,000,000 less was sent 
abroad in the form of foreign postal money 
orders than in August, 1913. If the same 
rate of increage continues during the 
year—and in the opinion of experts the 
rate of decrease is likely to grow larger 
as the war g08s on—there will be at least 
* $50,000,000 kept at home in the United 
States this year which has hitherto been 
gent abroad. 

That ie an ttem worth considering. It 
means that the balance against the United 
States will be that much less, that the 
indebtedness of the United States to for- 
eign countries will be reduced at least $50,- 
900,000, and probably by a much larger 


éum. 
7 Sent $103,000,000 in Year. 

For the fiscal year of 1913, foreign born 
laborers in the United States—they make 
up the vast majority of the persons who 
tranefer money by international money 
order — sent abroad the vast sum of 
$103,000, 000. 

To settle the balance against it the post- 
office department was obliged to buy for- 
eign exchange to the amount of about 
$80,000,000. 

One of the reasons why more than half 
$100,000,000 is likely this year to stay in 
the United States is the growing popu- 

jarity of the postal savings banks. Since 
the war began the deposits in these banks 
have increased at the rate of nearly 100 
per cent as compared with the same 
‘periods last year. 


Postal Plan Is Told. 

In connection with the postoffice de- 
partment comes another suggestion 
which it is thought might have some ef- 
fect in helping to establish better trade 
relations with the Latin-American re- 
publics. At present the regular postage 
rate on letters between the United States 
and all the south and central American 
countries is 5 cents. 

Somewhat recently the letter rate to 
Canada, England, Germany, Panama, 
and Mexico has been reduced to 2 cents. 
The plan is to make the same reduction to 
the southern continent. To carry it out 
would require the negotiation of a series 
of treaties by the postmastér general. 

In an effort to assist in the work of 
increasing business with South America 
the New York Certral railway and the 
American Express company are sending 
A. B. Howard and James Thane, two of 
their financial experts, to visit and report 
on conditions in the commercial centers 
of Brazil, Uruguay, Argentina, Chili, 
Peru, and Panama. It is possible the 
express company will open branches and 
start a direct transportation service be- 
tween the continents. 


Few Ships Register. 

The law admitting foreign built shipsto 
American registry and the presidential 
order suspending the provisions of the 
law which require American citizen as 
watch officers and survey, inspection and 
Measurement of foreign built ships by 
Officers of the United States, have now 
been in force for ten days. During that 
period only nineteen ships have applied 
for and obtained American registry. 

It is expected, however, within a few 
Weeks there will be a rush of applicants. 
The new law requires simply that a cor- 
poration owning ships which {t is desired 
to register shal] be incorporated in the 
United States.

Plan, to Be Published Soon, 
Looks Ahead to Days 
After the War. 


AT WORK ON DETAILS. 


—_—_—— 


New York Sept. 14.—[Special.J—A big 
Plan for the development of reciprocity 
of trade between this country and the 
South American republics and the main- 
tenance of that trade after the European 
war has come to an end will be announced 
in a few days. 

it is the result of a series of confer- 
ences between the consular representa- 
tives of the South American countries and 
Officials in Washington extending over a 
period of about three weeks and is of 
vital importance, it is said, to American 
merchants, 

The main purpose of the plan, the fina) 
details of which have not yet been per- 
fected, is to bring about reciprocity by 
diverting the present trade of South 
America with European nations to mer- 
chants of America. This trade, worth 
about a biliton dollars before the present 
war, is now practically at a standstill, 
but it is felt that the United States by 
the plan proposed can win over the South 
American business from Buropa 


Consuls Back of Plan. 

The Latin American Consular associa- 
tion of New York, whose members em- 
brace most of the consular representa- 
tives of South America in this city, have 
been developing the plan for three weeks, 
will hold a meeting and luncheon on Sat- 
urday. Robert Lee Dunn of the Pan- 
American States association will attend 
and the reciprocity plan will probably be 
discussed at the meeting. 

The consular representatives held a 
meeting this afternoon, the’ third open 
meeting since the proposition first pre-. 
sented itself, but it was decided to defer 
ali action until Secretary Redfield and 
Secretary Bryan hear the report of a 
committee of twenty-one recently formed 
in Washington to devise a method of 
bringing the long desired South Ameri- 
can trade to this country. 

This committee was formed ata confer- 
ence of South American diplomats in 
Washington on last Thursday. Its re- 
port will include a plan tocope with the 
difficulties which have arisen in the Latin 
Ameseaph countries as a result of the 
Kuropean war. 


Plan New Bank System. 

The general idea is to create a banking 
system with South American countries 
which will keep money in the United 
States for the payment of cash where 
cash is necessary in trade relations and 
also a system of credits which will en- 
able merchants and buyers to know the 
exact standing of those with whom they 
intend to do business. 

One of the most important features of 
the proposed plan is a permanent exhibit 
of the products of about twenty Latin- 
American republics and the distribution 
of reliable literature in English bearing 
upon them, These exhibits will include 
also suggestions for the disposal of prod- 
ucts of the South American countries 
either to get ready cash for the latter 
or for a trade exchange of articles manu- 
factured here. 


Some Products in View. 

Among the products it is hoped to de- 
velop a trade in are Costa Rican coffee, 
said to be the finest brand grown; Bra- 
zilian rubber, phosphates from Chile, 
minerals from Colombia, grain, cereals, 
and cattle from Argentina. 

The plan now being evolved will also 
suggest methods for the American merch- 
ants to meet the different conditions and 
circumstances of the South American 
buyers, who are beginning, it is said, to 
be educated to the American manufac- 
tures, in preference to the European art- 
icles which hitherto have been made 
especially to cater to their wants.

on, 


Insurgents Grow Bold. 

The wave of insurgency had rolled so 
high tonight that various Democrats 
were suggesting drastic resolutions for 
corsideration by their colleeeres. One 
of these will instruct the Democrats of 
the house to prevent the passage of any 
conference report on the river and harbor 
pork barrel bill. Another will direct the 
repeal of all existing authorizations, to- 
gether with the unexpended appropria- 
tions of $52,000,000 in the treasury. The 
latter will be ordered to revert to the gen- 
eral fund, with the exception of $10,000,. 
000 or $12,000,000 which will be appro- 
priated for such use as the chief of engi- 
neers sees fit to make of it. 

Representative McAndrews of Chicago, 
@ member of the house appropriations 
committee, was canvassing the situation 
tonight in behalf of these anti-pork bar- 
rel proposals. 


Seek to Prevent Caucus. 

The Demosratic leaders in both the 
house and senate are doing all in their 
power to prevent the caucus. They will 
be heartily disappointed if President Wil- 
son does not suggest the passage of a 
stamp tax measure in lieu of the freight 
tax. 

In the senate today Senator Simmons 
introduced his amended river and harbor 
bill. The senator was careful not to inter- 
fere with many of his thirty or more 
North Carolina projects. He did trim 
those of a few of his followers, however, 
and the result was immediate mutiny. 

The river and barbor bill is the only 
business before the senate this week. 


Pork Editorials Read. 

The war revenue fight has developed 
along with the fight on the river and har- 
bor bill. Senator Kenyon during the 
course of his remarks today read edito- 
rials from THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, the 
Philadelphia North American, and other 
leading papers suggesting the elimination 
of pork in the river and harbor bill asthe 
first step towards economy in government 
expenditures. 

A peculiar development today was the 
request of certain whisky distillers in 
Kentucky that they be taxed an additional 
20 centsa gallon. Coincident with this re- 
quest, congressmen and senators received 
protests from.the W. C. T. U. and the 
Anti-Saloon league against any increase 
in the taxes on liquors. The anti-liquor 
forces do not want to make the govern- 
ment any more dependent upon rum than 
at present. 


Would Kill River Bill. 

Senator La Follette and some of the pro- 
gressive Republicans are evolving a plan 
as a substitute for the war revenue bill 
which, they say, will make that legisla- 
tion unmecessary. They propose to sus- 
pend the river and harbor bill and pass 
a joint resolution appropriating simply 
enough to provide for maintenance of ex- 
isting projects. In this way they would 
save from $30,000,000 to $40,000,000, they 
estimate, in appropriations, and probably 
as much again in commitments for future 
expenditures. The remainder of the $100,-

Will Raise Millions 
for Retired Pastors. 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 
LEADING with tear stained eyes 
and a voice full of pity for the 
penniless old minister on the re- 
tired list is out of fashion, accord- 
ing to the Rev. Joseph B. Hinge- 

ley, corresponding sécretary of the board 
of conference claimants of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, who addressed the 
Methodist ministers’ meeting yesterday. 

Dr. Hingeley outiined the campaign 
which the Methodist Episcopal church 
will enter upon next year for the raising 
of $5,000,000 in addition to funds already 
in hand. The total, which may reach 
$10,000,000, is to be invested so that every 
one of the 3,000 retired ministers, 3,000 
widows of deceased ministers, and the 
800 orphan children of deceased minis- 
ters shall receive what Dr. Hingeicy 
called ‘‘a dependable pension.” 

At the present time only ten of th 
6,300 conference claimants receive more 
than $500 a year, only 10U receive more 
than $400, and only 300 receive more than
